Thig nation is the greatest nation in the 
worid because here there is more hope 
for the young man. Here life is before 
the young men; there is no class distinc- 
tion; there is no caste. In this country 
the son of the humblest citizen may 
aspire to the highest rewards in the indus- 
trial and political world, but under an 
industrial despotism you take away the 
prospect of independence and under this 
System you will find that political despot- 
ism will follow, for when one employer 
can coerce thousands of employees and 
threaten them with idleness and starva- 
tion unless they vote the ticket the em- 
ployer favors, you will find a government 
of the people, by the people and for the 
people will be a thing of the past. 

“IT want to call your attention also to 
the system which is now being proposed 
by the republicans, known as the colonial 
system.

offered the advance of 10 per cent and 
abolished the sliding scale, are hereby au-

Memphis Cotton Firm Hit Har 
by Confidential Clerk 


UNDER ARREST IN ChiCAGO 


Downfall Due to Plunges in Cotton 
and Backing the Wrong Horses. 


Snapp Also Spent a Large 
Sum of Money on 
Family. 


Chicago, October 25.—C. D. Snapp, con- 
fidential agent for Caldwell & Smith, cot- 
ton brokers of Memphis, Tenn., was ar- 
rested here today charged with the em- 
pezzlement of $32,000. Later in the day 
he was turned over to Deputy J. F. Al- 
exander, of Memphis, who, with Bolton 
Smith, a member of. the firm, had come 
to Chicago to effect the arrest’ and start- 
ed for Memphis. 

Snapp was given a two months’ leave 
of absence about September 15th on ac- 
count of failing health and since that 
time has been in Chicago, accompanied 
by fs wife. A few days after Snapp’'s 
departure from Memphis it was discov- 
ered that the firm's books were wrong 
and examination by an expert account- 
ant followed. 

His alleged embezzlements range over a 

of five years. Snapp is said to 
have lost large stms of money on va- 
rious outside enterprises, and it is also 
said he lost heavily on the races. 
‘ Snapp has confessed that speculations 
on the cotton exchange and in stocks had 
caused his downfall. The arrest was 
made at the Hyde Park hotel, Lake ave- 
nue and Fifty-first street, one of the 
most fashionable residence portions of 
the where Snapp had been liv- 
ing since his arrival in Chicago.

POPULATION OF. THE CITIES. 


Some Interesting Figures Furnished 
by the Census Bureau. 
Washington, October 25.—The census bu- 
in a bulletin issued today, sum- 
marizes the returns of population of 
cities having 25.000 inhabitants or more 
in 199, the individual census of each of 
these cities having been officially an- 

nounced heretofore. 

There are 159 of these, and the bulle- 
tin shows that the percentage of increase 
in their population from 1890 to 1900 was 
G26, azgabnst 49.5 for the same cities 
in the previous decade. The absolute in- 
crease in the population of these cities 
from 1890 to 1900 was 4,839,136, or 82,426 less 
than the absolute increase from 1880 to 
1890, when it was 4,921,562. The 159 cities 
combined have a population in 19% of 19,- 
694,425 against 14,855,489 in 1890, and 9,933,927 
in 1880. Of these 159 cities divided into 
four classes, 19 had 200,00 and over, 19 
had 100.000 and under 200,00, 40 had 50,000 
and under 100,000, and 81 had 25,00 and 
under 5,000. 

In 1800 there were but 2 cities which 
than 100,000, but in 1890 
this number had increased to 28 and in 
1900 to 38. In 1890 there are 78 cities of 
50,00 inhabitants or more, as compared 
with 58 in 1890 and 35 in 1880.

Episcopal Missionaries in China In- 

dorse Germany’s Course.

SOUTH’S WORK FOR NEGROES. 


Professor Dutton, of New York, Says 
Much Has Been Done. 
Springfield. Mass., October 25.—At the 
morning session of the American Mis- 
sionary Association Professor Samuel J. 
Dutton, of Columbia college, New York, 
presented a review of the annual report 
of the executive committee, in part as fol- 

lows: 

“While we are thankful to the forces of 
philanthropy and religion in the north, 
which have been able to do so much in 
P.anting schools and churches and lifting 
tHe colored race up to a level of self-re- 
Spect, the south has not failed in doing its 
part, Considering their méans they have 
taxed themselves heavily for the support 
of schools and have afforded nearly if not 
quite equal ddvantages to the children of 
former slaves as to their own. The pub- 
lic schoo] system, through the energy of 
wise leaders, men of the higher education 
and skill, is gradually becoming perfected 
and is destined to become in the south, 
as it is in the north, the most potent of 
all factors for the uplifting, the serving 
and the culture of the young people of 
our time. 

“The southern problem calls for the 
heartiest and most complete federation of 
all the interests involved. There should 
be No waste through rivalry, no mistrust, 
20 prejudice, no denominational conceit 
or commercial interest of any sort.”

Alleged That Bank Has Opened Ne- 
gotiations Looking to Restitu- 
tieon—Alvord Has Large 
Sum Concealed—War- 
rant for Arrest. 


4 well defined rumor in Mount Ver- 

non last night that Cornelius L. 
Alvord, Jr., the defaulting note teller of 
the First National bank, was either in 
his home in that city or that he was se- 
creted in some place where he _ could 
easily be reached. Among those who be- 
lieve that Alvord js in Mount Vernon is 
Chief of Police Foley, who, has not yet 
been asked to arrest the defaulter and 
does not know officially that the man.-is 
wanted for a crime. This circumstance 
is widely commented on by the people 
of Mt. Vernon. One of Alvord’s most in- 
timate friends, who was one of. those 
who laid out the Chester Hill section in 
Mt. Vernon and knows more about Al- 
vord’s affairs than any man in town, as 
he made few friends there, expressed the 
opinion ¢hat Alvord was not far away 
and that"he had the loot from the bank 
Safely planted. 

The mayor ef Mt. Vernon, a close pér- 
sonal friend of Alvord, was asked what

“I don’t believe he is very far away, or 
rather, I might say that it would not 
surprise me to know that he was in the 
“icinity.”’

L. Alvord lived in the most aristocratic 
neighborhood of Mount Vernon in a house 
worth $380,000, with a $10,000 stable full of 
standard bred horses, costly carriages 
and gold-mounted harness, to which three 
grcoms attended. His wife, one of the 
most beautiful women in the town, ©X~ 
cited the envy of millionaires’ wives by 
‘the effective use she made of precious 
goms valued at $30,000 and by her tasteful 
d’splay of gowns. The dinners and enter- 
tainments the Alvords gave were note- 
worthy in a society that entertained with- 
out regare to expense,,and her five well- 
trained servants were kept by salaries 
that made other Ifount Vernon house- 
ho'ders blink.

OF HEALTH LAWS 


Board of Education Sends Hat 
to Council 


URGES IMMEDIATE ACTION 


Regular Monthly Session of Board 
Was Held Yesterday Afternoon, 
and Many Routine Matters 
of Importance Were 
Transacted. 


The board of education wants an im- 
mediate and thorough revision of the city 
ordinances governing contagious and epi- 
demic diseases in the public schools of 
Atlanta. 

The board declared itself on this line at 
the regular monthly meeting held yester- 
day afternoon hy unanimously adopting a 
resolution introduced by Hamilton Doug- 
las. which called the attention of the clty 
council and mayor to the matter. 

The resolution was as follows: 

Be it resolved, That the following 
communication be sent to the honor- 
able mayor and city council of the city 
of Atlanta; 

To the Honorable Mayor 
Council—Gentlemen: We do 
fully urge that your honorable body 
will immediately take such steps as 
will cause a thorough revision of the 
ordinances governiig contagious and 
epidemic diseases in the schools of At- 
lanta. We are convinced that the law, 
as it now stands, is {nefficient and we 
believe that the health of our school 
children may be improved and the 
death rate wil] be lowered by such a 
revision. 

We call your attentio® to the fact 
that this matter was laid before your 
honorable body last Apri] personally 
by a special committee appointed for 
that purpose, but that nothing, so far 
as we are advised, has been dane in 
the premises. 

The city ordinances 
seems, requires all physiciang in the eity 
to notify the board of health at once upon 
learning of or epidemic dis- 
eases jy any part--of»the city, and the 
health officers then~<notify the board of 
education or the superintendent. The 
school board now wants less red tape and 
an earlier notification of the presence of 
any disease thdt may threaten the lives

of the schoo! children. 

It has been suggested that a good ordi- 
nance would be one requiring doctors to 
report to the superintendent when the 
report is made to the board of health and 
that the telephone could be used to great 
advantage in_transmitting the news. As 
the matter now stands it is sometimes 
two or three days before the superinten- 
dent has received official notice of the 
existence of epidemic diseases in school 
districts, and in accordance he and the 
board of education are placed at some- 
what of a disadvantage. 

Routine Business Transacted. 

The board during the session yesterday 
also acted upon a number of routine mat- 
ters. On petition of Professor W. M. 
Greenlee, head master of languages, the 
board added a text book on Greek prose 
composition in the Boys’ High school. 
The petition had been approved by Prin- 
cipal W. M. Slaton and the superintend- 
ent. 

Leave of absence was granted Miss Min- 
nie Quinn, assistant principal of Ivy 
street school, until such time in Decem- 
ber as her physician decides she will be 
recovered sufficiently from her present 
iliness to resume her duties. Miss Mary 
PBurckel, teacher of third grade B, Wal- 
ker stree. school, was also granted leave 
of absence until January Ist on account 
of sickness. 

The finance committee of the board re- 
porte’ that the expense account for the 
past rth amounted to $17,658.54. ‘This 
incluc.s all teachers’ salaries and miscel- 
laneous expenses. A coal bill of $2,000 Was 
cne of the items. 

The use of the chemical apparatus of 
the Boys’ High school was granted the 
Vassar Club for the purpose of giving an 
illustrated lecture in science for the bene- 
fit of the Boys’ Night school. The lec- 
ture, it is understood, will be under the 
direction of Professor Eugene Ragland. 
head master of science in the Boys’ High 
school. 

In the Boys’ Night school hereafter any 
pupil receiving seventy-five damerits 
during any one month will be dismissed 
for Gisorderly conduct. Heretofore this 
rule has applied only to the Boys’ High 
school, but the board yesterday decid-d 
that it should also be operative in the 
night school. 

The regular monthly report of Superin- 
tendent W. F. Slaton was read and con- 
tained a number of admirable suggestiona. 
Major Slaton took occasion to compli- 
ment all the teachers for excéllence of 
work during the present term. 

He regretied the fact that so many 
parents hed allowed their children to take 
a day off during the past two weeks for 
the purpose of visiting the fair, and stated 
such absences had greatly interfered with 
the school work. He was of the op’nion 
that visits to the fait mieht have been 
deferred until Saturday, when the schools 
were not in session.

The invitation was accepted unanimous- 
ly, and the representatives of the city 
retired. 

The returns from the election of gover- 
nor, forwarded from every county in the 
state were then opened and the joint as- 
sembly waited for the result of the elec- 
tion to be announced. 

Coffee County Returns Lost. 

The work of adding the total vote pro- 
ceeded slowly, owing to the failure of 
managers in some counties to consolidate 
the vote from the several precincts of 
the county, and in all cases of this kind 
the tellers were forced to consolidate. 
After the returns had all been taken 
from the box in which had been placed 
by the secretary of state, it was found 
that there were no returns from Coffee 
county. The Secretary of State was in- 
formed of the missing returns, and he 
stated that they had been deposited in 
the pile with the others, and must have 
been lost in transmission between his 
office and the senate chamber. 

The vote for governor was made up 
therefore, without the Coffee county re- 
turns, and the result showed that Gover- 
nor Allen D. Candler had received 90,445 
and Traylor, the populist nominee, 23,235 
votes, Governor Candler’s majority exclu- 
sive of Coffee county being 67,210. In an- 
nouncing the result President Howell 
said: 

“I hereby declare as elected governor 
for the ensuing term of two years, the 
Hionorable Allen D. Candler, of Hall.” 

On motion the joint session of the as- 
sembly then adjourned.
